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Session 167: Being of the world but not in the world 


Summary: This session is on being the observer. In detail, the thought process necessary to 
be unattached from what is being witnessed. The observer does not create. It is a receiving 
action where the information passes through with no agreement. Other creators may or may 
not be aware of the observer. Any attempt to involve the observer is an aspective desire for 
the observer to create an opinion, an action, an agreement which is a giving of energy and 
will change the balance of energy.

Contents: 


We are part of the whole. This is the realization of the all, the oneness. So long as you identify 
that you receive information and experiences from outside of yourself then you are 
experiencing separation. When you are in union with the all then your boundaries do not exist. 
Experience this “all” with not fear of the loss of self for you can return to your aspective 
identity. Just realize that there is a condition “there” and a different condition “here”. 


The belief that you will be annihilated if you just observe and lose your identity. This is a 
product of aspective thinking. Continue to dissolve your identity to become nothing of 
attachment. 


To observe something is to not project on to it. Observation is not creating. It is to allow it to 
unfold without a feeling, an emotion, a judgement. This state is allowing your consciousness 
to be aware of it and not identifying with it. If you go to this place, have an experience and you 
realize that this experience is not explainable, so what good it is? No one will understand. It is 
best | dismiss this. Or you think this is ordinary and | should only focus on the spectacular and 
strange. These judgements are stopping you from bringing back the information. Make the 
choice to remember. 


When you have an experience, and you bring it back and begin to explain it; it becomes a 
creation of yours. That is okay. Just remind yourself that your moment of divine inspiration and 
knowledge does not make everything you do in your physical creation divine. 


When you are in observation and a state of the all, then you are in harmony will all that is. You 
do not have the impulse to change anything. You are not in agreement or disagreement. 
When you have dissatisfaction with something then you carry that state up to your creator. 
What do you offer? You should radiate love; the light of the divine. 


Separate your awareness from the illusion of the idea of personality and all other aspective 
qualities which are as they are in their creations, neither perfect or imperfect, just creations to 
gain your attention and engage you in the Earth plane. Believe you are that energy and not 
the creator of that energy. Become the energy not the creation. Even if you recognize that you 
could create that energy, you need to understand that it is alright the way it is. When you say, 
“| realize | created this personality and this body, but | don't like it.” You are saying you do not 
understand creation and that you have made a mistake in creation. You then take that same 
idea to your creator which created you. If you are the creator and you project and are not 


satisfied with it, then that belief system and idea would automatically be projected on to any 
idea you have of God, of a creator. You are saying you are not satisfied with what he created. 
Then you would be an analyzer as opposed to an observer. When you create something, it is 
possible to not be a part of it, not be identified with it. Therefore, whatever it is, it will be 
alright. Only when you get to this point in yourself will everything that is external be alright. As 
long as you are trying to straighten out the outside world you are not focusing on the inside. 
Once you realize you are creating reality with death, famine and disease you will want to stop 
creating. Well, how can | cease this type of reality? Stop being a part of it. Stop creating by 
being the observer. Witness what others have created without opinions. Once you have an 
opinion you will take a side with other creators and co-create with them. It is possible to 
observe the Earth plane in all its glory, suffering, injustice and not identify with it. If you wish to 
be free then that is the only way. 


Become an observer and cease to be a creator or a co-creator. When you are the observer, 
you occupy the state of reality where the observer exists for the purpose of knowing itself, 
rather than participating in creation. This is the meaning of the term “Being of the World but 
not in the world.”
